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«At long last the selective service 
" system has issued a concrete state- 

ment regarding the induction of 
college students.. The need for 
such a policy has been present 
since the inception of the draft 
‘program. 

The program announced last 
week for the deferment of students 
is probably the most comprehensive 
plan and most practical program 
that could be set up under the 
present situation. There is not the 
least doubt that all able men will 
be required to serve in the armed 
service, but this plan will enable 
deserving students to complete 
their education before entering the 
service. 


Prior to the statement by Gen- 
eral Lewis Hershey, college defer- 
ments were issued by local draft 
boards, there being- no standardiza- 
tion of policy. The result was that 
no student could be sure of what 
his board would do concerning his 
deferment, and many students en- 
tered the service rather than be 
drafted or deferred for a short 
time. 

This college deferment problem 
has been recognized very early in 
Washington, and the evolution of 
a sound deferment has been a slow, 
but nevertheless definite, process. 
It would appear that this evolution 
has reached its final stage. 

Already howls of protest have 
been raised in the Congress over 
this new proposal. It appears that 
some of the legislators have been 
under the impression that high 
school seniors would be given the 
tests and a chance to escape the 
draft until their education was 
completed. However, under the 
policy announced no student would 
be allowed to take the test until 
he is enrolled in a college. 

From many indications the test 
déferment program would presup- 
pose an 18-year-old draft. If the 
lower age for drafting men goes 
into effect, they might be drafted 
before they can enter college and 
take the test for a deferment.

College Draft Deferment Tests Scheduled Here 


Hartnell College has been named 
a center for giving aptitude tests 
for college draft deferments, Pres- 
ident John B. Lemos announced. 
The tests will be given here May 
26, June 16, and June 30. f 

The new plan for draft defer- 
ments was announced last week by 
General Lewis Hershey, draft di- 
rector, and calls for deferments of 
college students on the basis of the 
aptitude tests-or their standing in 
their class scholastically. 

To be eligible to take the test, 
an applicant must be a registrant 
who intends to request deferment 
as a student; must be under 26 
years of age when he takes the test; 
must plan to continue his college 
studies, although not enrolled in 


a college he must be able to trans- 
fer his entire course to a degree 
granting institution; and he must 
not have taken the test previously. 
Information and application blanks 
for the tests will be available from 
local draft boards about April 12 
or shortly thereafter. Applications 
must be made through local boards. 

With the announcement of the 
new policy, no statement was made 
concerning the number of men to 
be deferred from military service. 
The number of nonveterans in col- 
leges total about one million, but 
it would be impossible to tell how 
many of these would receive the 
deferments. , 

Actual standards for the defer- 
ring of students have not been es- 


tablished, but the test and scholas- 
tic standing will be variables which 
will be raised or lowered to in- 
crease or decrease the number of 
students in training. At all times 
the national interest will serve as 
the measure for number of defer- 
ments, it was said. 

Tests will be administered by 

the Educational Testing Service of 
Princeton, New Jersey. This non- 
profit organization gives more than 
1,100,000 tests during an average 
year. / 
Students who plan to ask for de- 
ferments should follow the latest 
releases by the selective service sys- 
tem and local draft boards to fol- 
low the giving of the deferment 
tests. 


“Medea” promises to be a very 
fine play, although it is a little dif- 
ferent from anything ever done be- 
fore by the Hartnell Players. ““Me- 
dea” is a Greek tragedy and takes 
place in Corinth in Greece. The 
story is concerned with Jason, who 
stole the Golden Fleece some years 
before, and what happens to him 
when he returns to Corinth with 
his bride, Medea, who helped him 
to steal the Golden Fleece. 

When Jason and Medea first ar- 
rive in Corinth all is well. For 
several years they are very happy 
and Medea bears Jason two sons. 
All this takes place before our 


story, “Medea,” begins. Then Jason - 


forsakes Medea for Creusa, the fair- 
haired daughter of Creon, the king 
of Corinth. Medea becomes wild 
and barbarous and swears ven- 
geance against Jason, Creusa, and 
Creon. 

Creon, fearing for his daughter’s 
safety, then orders Medea into ex- 
ile. But Medea, before she leaves, 
exacts a most terrible vengeance. 
Using witchcraft and sorcery, Me- 
dea causes the. deaths of Creusa 
and Creon. She then murders her 
two sons and leaves Corinth for 
Athens, leaving Jason a broken, 
spiritless, friendless, and childless 
man. 

DRAMATIC PLAY 

“Medea” is an extremely dra- 
matic play and it may well be one 
of the finest dramas yet produced 
by the Hartnell Players. If present 
indications are to be believed, the

Hartnell’s oval team was edged 
by a point in a four-way meet at Vi- 
salia last Saturday. The meet was 
expected to be a dual affair, but 
Taft’ and Reedley joined in to 
round out the competition, The 
Panthers turned in a better than 
expected performance, and showed 
themselves worthy of _ being 
watched this season. 

Several bad breaks cost the Pan- 
thers the one or two needed points 
to win the meet. In the 220 low 
hurdles Steve Lavelle hit the last 
obstacle in the race and was left 
out of the running. Don Smith, 
Hartnell’s top sprinter was also 
having trouble, and came in fourth 
in the century dash after stumbl- 
ing at the blocks. 

Jim Tannahill brought home the 
bacon for the local team by cap- 
turing the pole vault and the high 
jump at.11 ft. 6 in..and 6 ft. 1 in. 
Other firsts were recorded by Ed 
Kruljac in the discus, Bud Chase 
in the two-mile event, Don Smith 
in the 220, and John Dobbel in the 
shotput. 

Other Panther points came from 
Ray Dyer’s second place in the 
mile run and third place in the 
two mile; a second in the discus 
by John Dobbel; a second and a 
fourth place in the 100-yard dash 
by. Mitts Hashimoto and Don 
Smith; a second in the 220 by Ha- 
shimoto; and a third place tie by 
Bob Ballard in the high jump. 

Lavelle and Bill Temple scored 
second and third in the 120 high 
hurdles. Ken Dias grabbed a second 
place in the 880 yard run; and 
Smith took a third in the 220 low 
hurdles. Lavelle finished the scor- 
ing with a third in the broad jump.

Coach Regli offered this opin- 
ion for the poor showing of the 
squad this season. 

“To be a good ball player a fel- 
low has to start playing as soon as 
he knows which side of the ball is 
up. Most of these boys started play- 
ing when they were 14 or 15 years 
old. They just don’t have a base- 
ball instinct. They don’t yet have 
the knack of keeping up with the 
play. and always being prepared 
for any situation which might come 
up. They are, however, improving 
rapidly.”

Friebel and Tom Mill in the in- 
field, Robert Abreu, John Miggins, 
and Dale Swire in the outfield. 
First game pitcher will be Wayne 
Crook and Al Navaroli will toss 
for the Panthers in the second 
game.
